Philadelphia, April 3.—(Bulletin.)— 


Two flre engines have just been sent 
from here to the Atlantic City flre. 


Atlantic City, N. ^April 3—A great 


hotel flre is raging here. The Windsor 
Carlton and Luray houses are burning 
and the entire beach front from Illi- 
nois avenue to Kentucky avenue isi 
menaced.

More than a dozen beach front build- 


ing have already burned. The fire is 
still raging this noon. 


The hotels here are crowded with 


Easter vacation guests. The Windsor 
and Luray were located on Illinois av- 
enue. They were typical seaside ho- 
tels and their total destruction was 
early evident. 


The frightened guests rushed to the 


streets and beach and as far as could 
be learned no one was injured. The 
fact that'a high wind was blowing 
frightened the firemen and they at 
once summoned aid from Philadelphia. 
The flames and sparks were blown 
wildly against adjoining buildings ana 
beach front resorts and the fear- pwr- 
vailed that the whole line of buildings 


amount of hose was caught by the

Every moment the flre takes on a 


worse aspect. At 12:30 this afternoon 
the loss is estimated at 12,500,000 and 
a strong gale is blowing up the coast.
